Russia would bleed to death. 


And at the sume Ume, clan- 
dcstinely, in farm, fleld and fne- 
tory the Soviets were preparing 
und organisigg for revolt,

Looking back on those tumul- 
fucus duys the historian might

But In the way of reform,

At lest what few realists still 
remained at Court decided that 
action must be taken.

One such man was the young 
Princo Felix Youssoupoff, an 
aristocrat who not Jong before 
had been at Oxford and wos 
himself a kinsman of the Czar.

We still do not know tho real 
sceret of Rasputin’s  stranga 
powcr. And we cannot be cer= 
tain, despite all the stories jold 
nbout him, that he was ‘tha 
drunken Webaucher he was made 
out to be. Remember he had 
many cnemics: enemica who sot 
women to trap him, and gorged 
him with wine and every luxury 
to seek his undoing. Notman 
was more sorely tempted. t 


He wos physically very strong, 
and he undoubtedly  possess¢dl 
hypnotic gifts, Just look at thoac 
eyes agatn, Rut how could he 
have resisted the cyanide polson 
which would have killed other 
men In a moment? 


In 1934 a German specialist, 
Dr Erich Leschke, of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, offered this 
explanation: 


“The poisonous effect of 
cyanide Is due to a great extent 
to the fact that It reacts with 
the acid normally secreted In 
the process of digestion by the 
stomach. This forms a highly 
polsonous partial compound 
which ts Instantly absorbed. 


“In Rasputin’s case, how ver, 
this effect did not occur because 
Rasputin suffered from alcoholic 
gastrius, n form of dyspepsia in 
which the stomach’ fails to 
secrete acid.” 

Well, this may satisfy tho ex- 
perts on one point, but it stl} 
Icaves many questions about 
Rasputin’s life unattswered. And 
these answers wo shoil never 
know. They died with him In 
the Neva.

University of Michigan scient- 
ists frst determined this in 
connection with the water flea.

Add reports from = the 
anlmal world: Now it seems 
that birds which sing the

A bird-watcher hobbyist— 
who htlso happens to be a pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the 
University of Chicago — made 
thls observation after studying 
the vocal habits of hundreds of 
diferent birdy.

Among Germany's most 
marked development projects 
has been the enlargement of 
her of) industry.

In the near 
future a yearly output of at 
least 3 million tons is expected 
as the result of present inten- 
sive exploration. Her annual 
refinery capacity has rocketed 
from Its prewar level of about 
2 million tons to approximately 
1! million tons. About £60 
million has been spent on this 
expansion, in which U.S. and 
British Interests have 
pated. 


Germany also has become the 
world’s third largest motor 
vehicle manufacturer and the 
third largest exporter of such 
products—headed In cach case 
only by the U.S.A. and tho U.K. 
In the first half of 1954 she 
exporicd over 130,000 motor 
vehicles (more than 40 per cent 
of her output and a higher 
proportion than in any other 
country except the U.K). 


While she has — not yet 
the overall rise in 
industrial production that other 
major manufacturing countries 
have achleved since 1939, there
